With all the candidates for city offices 
qualified and every office being sought by 
at least two aspirants, it is a good time to 
point out what could become issues in the 
campaign between now and Sept. 17. With- 
out backing any particular individual, The

during the next four years. 

Always a touchy issue with us has been 

the power rate for small businesses in the 
| city, Phere are several abuses in the billing 
|System that could be corrected. For ex- 
}ample, a small firm like The Clipper or any 
other store using both 110 and 220 volt 
current, is required to have two meters, Our 
(lights and motors can’t be run off the same 
| meter because we “don't use enough cur- 
j¥ent.”” Obviously, it would be cheaper for 
| US or any other small business to have but 
| One meter, The more current used on one 
| meter, the cheaper it is per kilowatt hour, 
| However, .small businesses are required to 
| Split their bill on two meters and thus pay 
/more for it, 
Cost of current is so high it is restrict- 
|ing the town’s business growth. Two good 
;examples of this are ice and cotton. Ice is 
/no longer manufactured in Elba—cost. of 
electricity is a major factor in the produc- 
tion of ice. This particular item is now 
hauled into town from another city where 
it is manuaftcured, 

Diesel motors have repiaced electric at 
|the cotton gins and feed mill. A reliable 
source told us that in Elba the electricity 
to gin a bale of cotton cost $1.00. In a

One of the sore points with many vot- 
ers around town is the cigarette tax, Under 
the auspices of local women’s clubs and 
| other organizations, the council was peti- 
tioned in 1950 to levy a 2c per package tax 
on cigarettes to finance a recreation prog- 
ram for the town’s youth. 

On advice of the city attorney that it 
was illegal to pass an earmarked tax of this 
kind, the council made it a general fund 
levy. As such a revenue, the proceeds went 
into the general fund to be spent by the 
council and administration as they saw fit. 
Many folks around town Sincerely believe 
not enough has been spent on recreation, 

At the meeting Monday night, August 
20, between the council and a group inter- 
ested in recreation, the mayor reported that 
since 1950 $33,586.37 had been collected on 
this tax and $19,336.79 Spent on recreation. 
Operating expenses, such as stamps, took 
another $2,681.06, leaving a balance of 
$11,568.52. This and a lot more have been 
Spent on schools, the mayor stated. 

Among expenses listed for the recrea- 
tion fund is a $200 per month salary for 
the caretaker at the swimming pool during 
the summer months.

What About Municipal Taxes? 


Tied in closely with any discussion of 
light and water rates and recreation is the 
matter of city finances, Only the most 
naive would begin to think that protit trom 
the light and water system coula be cut by 
adjusung rates and the cigarette tax money 


Spent entirely on recreation without res- 
ticting city activities in other fields, 
While not going into debt, the city 


spends all it gets. With schools under the 
city system and expensive sewer line ex- 
tensions going in, the administration has 
to watch expenses carefully to keep from 
going into the red, Take away any subs- 
tantial amount of revenue and some project 
or service will have to be eliminated. There 
wouldn't be any money to pay for it, 
Mayor Mullins stated last Monday to 
the delegation interested in recreation that 
except for the cigarette tax, no new taxes 
have been imposed in Elba for the past 30 


years. (We don’t know the date the tax 
of 2c a gallon on gas was imposed.) Some 


of the numerous improvements during this 
period have been a new city hall, white way 
lights, paved streets, a new fire truck and 
sewer line extensions. Money to finance 
these came mainly from the light and water 
System profits and additional funds receiv- 
ed from such sources as the city’s share of 
the profits from state liquor store sales, 
On the whole, except for a very rea- 
sonable assessment for paving the streets, 
property owners have been able to sit back 
and let electric power consumers pay for 
improvements that increase the value of 
their property, An example of this is the 
new sewer line that will be run around Sun- 
set Boulevard at no cost to residents there. 
It will make the area more attractive for

According to a report the mayor gave 
the council recently, there ig $18,000 in the 
light and water fund after all bills are paia, 
Bonds against the system are being retired 
on schedule. 

This could mean one of two things, 
Hither rates are so high that excessive pro- 
fits are being made or not enough money 
is being “plowed back” into the munict- 
pally owned system to keep it in A-1 con- 
dition, If a short-sighted policy on main- 
tenance is being followed, high profits can 
be shown for a few years. Then cumulative 
problems will pile up and have to be handl- 
ed all at once. This will cut the profit out 
of the system for some time. With the city 
administration relying heavily on money 
from the light and water board to finance 
street, sewer and other city improvements, 
drying up of this source of income even for 
a limited time could seriously hamstring 
the incoming administration in a couple of 
years, 

It will require level heads and detailed 
study to determine what actually is going 
on in the light and water set up. About the 
only way we can see to get at the true facts 
in the case is to hire an engineer to run a 
study of the Elba light and water system 
comparable to the one run by the Public 
Service Commission on United Telephone 
and Telegraph when that firm applied for 
their rate raise recently, 

A thorough discussion of the light and 
water system problems by the candidates 
for political office would be a public service 
to taxpayers in Elba.

Mayor Mullins said he favored an ade- 
quate recreation program but wanted to 
know just what was “adequate.” Two years 
ago when $450 per month were Spent on a 
program, he reported ‘an average atten- 
dance at the playgrounds of from 12 to 15 
youngsters, 

Charles Lindsey Suggested something 
be worked out on the basis of the cigarette 
fax with a recreation board knowing ap- 
proximately how much they will have to 
Spend for the year. In this way a well- 
rounded program 
stated. He told of Opp spending $350 per 
week during the summer on salaries alone 
for a recreation program but did not sug- 
gest anything that elaborate for Elba.

Another feature of the 
Elba that is out o% line is the ad valorem 
tax. According to the city financial report 
for the last fiscal year, only about $8000 
Was paid by property owners in taxes to 
the city. Stokes Haire pointed out how low 
this was when citizens interested in recrea- 
tion met with the council last Monday. 

The ad valorem tax does not need in- 
creasing but a realistic valuation of pro- 
perty should be made. Money gained here 
could go a long way towards replacing any 
revenue lost from lowering electricty rates 
or spending more on recreation. 

The city tax of two cents a gallon on 
gasoline also has many objectionable fea- 
tures. Persons drive out of the city limits 
to fill up their tanks. The tax is detriment- 
al to local filling stations but the money is 
needed by the town to keep services de- 
manded by the very taxpayers who drive 
“up the hill” to get their gas. 

All of the questions of light and pow- 
er rates, recreation and taxes have to be 
considered together because they are inter- 
locking problems, Since the Successful can- 
didates will be facing them for the nex four 
years, it is a good idea that they start look- 
ing into them now and start talking about 
them. If nothing else is accomplished, the 
voters will have a better view of their city 
government and possibly be more lenient 


in their demands on local officials.

What's more, the pulp mills ac- 
cept smaller trees than the lumber 
mills do — and this means a tree 
farmer, by careful selection of his 
trees, can find a market for his 
whole crop! And he won't lose as 
much wood when he cuts the de- 
fects out of his logs, either — be- 
cause pulp mills generally use five- 
foot logs, as opposed to the twelve- 
or sixteen-foot lengths required for 
lumber. In many cases, pulpwood 
pays better than other cash crops a 
farmer grows. 

* * * 

The future for pulpwood looks 
bright, the experts say. They list four 
main reasons for this fact: 1) Better 
protection of our woodlands from fire 
and grazing. 2) Extension of roads 
into isolated sections, and better 
trucks and other equipment that re- 
| duce the labor requirements. 3) Bet- 
ter cutting techniques—leaving a good 
| growing stock of young lumber after 
each cut. 4) Better use of wood by 
the mills — which are always lookin’ 
for ways to use those trees that are 
plentiful bue in little demand for 
sawmill use.
